WEATHER FISH COMES HERE 10 
COMPETE WITH WEATHER BIRD 


They Are Japanese Products. and 
Their Mustaches Are Said to Tell 
Them of Approaching *‘orms. 
Now comes the weather fish to com- 
pete with the weather bird and the of- 
ficial forecaster. Three of the fish, the 
first ever brought to St. Louis, are 
making weather observations from a 
glass bow! on a fifth floor window sill 
of the.Commercial Building. They were 
brought to St. Louis from Japan by S. 
Chichester Lioyd, president of the Na- 
tional Aquarium Society, who says their 
weather predictions, at least as to ap- 
proaching storms, may be depended 

upon. 

The weather fish are known as 
“dojos.’’ They are about four inches 
long and resemble miniature pike, ex- 
cept that they have Japanese mus- 
taches. They are dark gray and have 
red eyes. 

Lloyd says the mustaches, or feelers, 
are extremely sensitive to electricity. 
When a storm is approaching the elec- 
tricity in the air affects the fish in such 
a way that they cannot keep still. Thev 
leap about in the water and nothing 
will quiet them. When weather is to be 
clear they sink to the bottom of the 
pool and it is difficult to make them 
move,

‘*Tt took the position that such a policy could not be pursued without 
the practical certainty of gross and palpable violations of the law of 
nations, particularly if submarine craft were to be employed as its in- 
struments, inasmuch as the rules prescribed by the law, rules founded 
upon principles of humanity and established for the protection of the 
lives of noncombatants at sea, could not in the nature of the case be 


‘*It based its protest on the ground that persons of neutral nation- 
ality and vessels of neutral ownership would be exposed to extreme and 
intolerable risks and that no right to close any part of the high seas 
against their use or to expose them to such risks could lawfully be as- 
serted by any belligerent Government. The law of nations on these mat- 
ters, upon which the Government of the United States based its protest, is 
not of recent origin or founded upon merely arbitrary principles set up by 


‘*Tt is based, on the contrary, upon manifest and imperative prin- 
ciples of humanity, and has long been established with the approval and 
by the express assent of all civilized nations. 

‘‘Notwithstanding the earnest protest of our Government, the Im- 
perial German Government at once proceeded to carry out the policy it 
It expressed the hope that the dangers involved, at any 
rate the dangers to neutral vessels, would be reduced to a minimum by 
the instructions which it had issued to its submarine commanders and 
assured the Government of the United States that it would take every 
possible precaution both to respect the rights of the neutrals and to safe- 


‘*What has actually happened in the year which has since elapsed 
has shown that those hopes were not justified, those assurances insuscep- 
In pursuance of the policy of submarine war- 
fare against the commerce of its adversaries, thus announced and en- 
tered upon by the Imperial German Government in despite of the solemn 
protest of this Government, the commanders of German undersea vessels 
have attacked merchant ships with greater and greater activity. not only 
upon the high seas surrounding Great Britain and Ireland but wherever 
they could encounter them in a way that has grown more and more ruth- 
less, more and more indiscriminate as the months have gone by, less and 
less obstrvant of restraints of any kind; and have delivered their attacks 
without compunction against vessels of every nationality and bound 


Points Out Neutral Vessels Have Been Destroyed. 

‘* Vessels of neutral ownership, even vessels of neutral ownership 
bound from neutral port to neutral port, have been destroyed along with 
vessels of belligerent ownership in constantly increasing numbers. 
times the merchantmen attacked have been warned and summoned to 
surrender before being fired on or torpedoed; sometimes passengers or 
crews have been vouchsafed the poor security of being allowed to take 
to the ship’s boats before she was sent to the bottom. But again and 
again no warning has been given; no escape even to the ship’s boats 
allowed to those on board. What this Government foresaw must happen 
Tragedy has followed tragedy on the seas in such fash- 
ion, with such attendant circumstances, as to make it grossly evident 
that warfare of such a sort, if warfare it be, cannot be carried on with- 
out the most palpable violation of the dictates alike of right and human- 
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‘‘Whatever the disposition and intention of the Imperial German 
Government, it has manifestly proved impossible for it to keep such 
methods of attack upon the commerce of its enemies within the bounds 
set by either the reason or the heart of mankind. 
of the present year the Imperial German Govern- 
ment informed this Government and the other neutral Governments of 
the world that it had reason to believe that the Government of Great 
Britain had armed all merchant vessels of British ownership and had giv- 
en them secret orders to attack any submarine of the enemy they might 
encounter upon the seas and that the Imperial German Government felt 
justified in ghe circumstances in treating all merchantmen of belligerent 
ownership as auxiliary vessels of war which it would have the right to 


‘<The law of nations has long recognized the right of merchantmen 
to carry arms for protection and to use them to repel attack, though to 
use them in such circumstances at their own risk; but the Imperial Ger- 
man Government claimed the right to set these understandings aside 
under circumstances which it deemed extraordinary. 
which it announced its purpose thus still further to relax the restrairis 
it had previously professed its willingness and desire to put upon the 
operations of its submarines carried the plain implication that at least 
vessels which were not armed would still be exempt from destruction

ment of the United States cannot but regard as wanton and without the 
slightest colo? of justification. No limit of any kind has in fact been set 
to the indiscriminate pursuit and destructicn of merchantmen of all 
kinds and nationalities within the waters, constantly extending in area 
where these operations have been carried on; and the roll of Americans 
who have lost their lives on ships thus attacked and destroyed has grown 
month by month until the ominous toll has mounted into the hundreds. 

‘*One of the latest and most shocking instances of this method of 
warfare was that of the destruction of the French cross-channel steam- 
er Sussex. It must stand forth as the sinking of the steamer Lusi- 
tania did, as so singularly tragica]l and unjustifiable as to constitute a 
truly terrible example of the inhumanity of submarine warfare as the 
commanders of German vessels have for the past 12 months been con- 
ducting it. If this instance stood alone, some explanation, some disavow- 
al by the German Government, some evidence of criminal mistake or will- 
ful disobedience on the part of the commander of the vessel that fired 
the torpedo might be sought or entertained; but, unhappily, it does not 
stand alone. Recent events make the conclusion inevitable that it is only 
one instance, even though it be one of the most extreme and distressing 
instances, of the spirit and method of warfare which the Imperial Ger- 
man Government has mistakenly adopted and which from the first ex- 
posed that Government to the reproach of thrusting all neutral rights 
aside in pursuit of its immediate objects. 

‘*The Government of the United States has been very patient. At 
every stage of this distressing experience of tragedy after tragedy in 

‘which its own citizens were involved it has sought to be restrained from 
any extreme course of action or of protest by a thoughtful consideration 
of the extraordinary circumstances of this unprecedented war, and actu- 
ated in all that it said or did by the sentiments of genuine friendship 
which the people of the United States always have entertained and con- 
tinue to entertain toward the German nation. It has, of course, accepted 
the successive explanations and assurances of the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment as given in entire sincerity and faith and has hoped even against 
hope that it would prove to be possible for the German Government so to 
order and control the acts of its naval commanders as to square its policy 
with the principles of humanity as embodied in the law of nations. It 
has been willing to wait until the significance of the facts become abso- 
lutely unmistakable and susceptible of but one interpretation. 

‘‘That point bas now unhappily been reached. The facts are suscept- 
ible of but one interpretation. The Imperial German Government has 
been unable to put any limits or restriction upon its warfare against 
either freight or passenger ships. It has therefore become painfully evi- 
dent that the position which this Government took at the very outset is 
inevitable, namely, that the use of submarines for the destruction of an 
enemy ’s commerce is of necessity because of the very character of the ves- 
sels employed and the very methods of attack which their employment of 
course involves incompatible with the principles of humanity, the long- 
established and incontrovertible rights of neutrals, and the sacred im- 
munities of noncombatants. 


U. S. Can Have No Choice but to Break Relations. 

‘‘I have deemed it my duty, therefore, to say to the German Im- 
perial Government that if it is still its purpose to prosecute relentless and 
indiscriminate warfare against vessels of commerce by the use of sub- 
marine, notwithstanding the now demonstrated impossibility of con- 
ducting that warfare in accordance with what the Government of the 
United States must consider the sacred and indisputable rules of in- 
ternational law and the universally recognized dictates of humanity, the 
government of the United States is forced to the conclusion 
is that there is but one course it cam pursue; and that un- 
less the Imperial German Government should now immediately declare and 
effect an abandonment of its present methods of warfare against pas- 
senger and freight-carrying vessels, this Government can have no choice 
but to sever diplomatic relations with the Government of the German 
Empire altogether. 

‘*This decision I have arrived at with the keenest regret, the pos- 
sibility of the action contemplated I am sure all thoughtful Americans 
will look forward to with unaffected reluctance. But we cannot forget 
that we are in some sort and by the force of circumstances the responsible 
spokesmen of the rights of humanity, and that we cannot remain silent 
while those rights seem in process of being swept utterly away in the 
maelstrom of this terrible war. We owe it to a due regard for our own 
rights as a nation, to our sense of duty as a representative of the rights 
of neutrals the world over, and to a just conception of the rights of 
mankind to take this stand now with the utmost solemnity and firm- 
ness. 

‘*T have taken it and taken it in the confidence that it will meet 


with your approval and support. All sober-minded men must unite in 
boping that the Imperial German Government, which has in other cir- 
cumstances stood as the champion of all that we are now contending for 
in the interest of humanity, may recognize the justice of our demands 
and meet them in the spirit in which they are made:’’

COMMUNICATION TO BERLIN 
CONTAINS NO TIME LIMIT 


Executive Is Listened to Without Demonstra- 

tion as He Speaks for 15 Minutes and Is 
Applauded at Close—Confers Before 
Session With Congressional Leaders,

States will break off diplomatic relations if her illegal submarine 
campaign is continued. 

A note, America’s last word, practically an ultimatum and ée 
manding an immediate reply, presumably was in the Berlin For- 
eign Office as the President was speaking. It was dispatched last 
night, in accordance with the President’s plan to have it before 
the German Government at the same moment he was addressing 
the American Congress. 

‘‘T have deemed it my duty, therefore,’’ the President told 
Congress, ‘‘to say to the Imperial German Government that if it is 
still its purpose to prosecute relentless and indiscriminate warfare 
* * * the Government of the United States is at last forced to 
the conclusion that there is but one course it can pursue; and that 
unless the Imperial German Government should now immediately 
declare and effct an abandonment of its present methods of war- 
fare against passenger and freight-carrying vessels this Govern- 
ment can have no choice but to sever diplomatic relations al- 
together.’’ 

President Asks No Action of Congress. 

The President asked no action whatever of Congress. He sim- 
ply informed it of the accumulation of facts proving that Ger- 
many 's assurances to the United States are being violated; that 
the submarine campaign, despite the earnest protests of the United 
States, is being conducted with renewed vigor in contravention of 
ell the laws of nations and humanity and that he meuns to sever re. 
lations unless it is brought within the law. 

Diplomatic history of the world shows that such a course ig 
almost certain to be followed by war. 

The President’s note and his address to Congress are final. 
They mark the end of diplomatic exchanges. A continuance of the 
long-standing friendly relations, the President made clear, depends 
ulone upon Germany’s conduct. 

Secretary Lansing today informed Count von Bernstorff, that 
he was ready to discuss the submarine situation with him, and a 
conference probably will be arranged for tomorrow. Yesterday 
Secretary Lansing informed him he could not discuss the subject. 

Representatives of Allied Count ries in Galleries. 

Representatives of the allied countries filled the diplomatic galleries of 
the House. Women ruled in the public gaileries, fewer than 20 men finding 
places in the 600 seats. Mrs. Wilson was in the executive gallery.

Speaker Clark declared the joint session at an end and Senators filed 
out.

Speaker Clark and Democratic Leader Kitchin declined to comment on 
the address.

‘The sending of a note to Germany was as mild a position as the Presi- 
dent could take,’’ said Representative Flood, chairman of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. ‘‘I think that it will meet with the approval of Congress

Mann Says President Has Not Been Neutral. 

‘‘T think this Government should be neutral’’ said Republican Leader 
Mann. ‘‘The President never has been neutral. He has been on the English 
side all the time. What he said about Germany while it is grossly exag- 
gerated, ‘is a just complaint. But he could say just the same about England 
and our shipping, substitute ‘seizing ships’ for ‘sinking ships.’ It is a 
mistake to break off diplomatic relations with Germany. That is simply to 
quit in a pet. It is perfectly evident that the President, as a campaign 
political dodge, is trying to work up to a point arene he can get into a war 


ith Germany during a presidential campaign.’ 
” ‘*The President = position is a complete coaiiothden of his note of Jan. 


18, sent through Secretary Lansing, regarding the arming of merchant vessels 
and submarine warfare,’’ said Representative Cooper, ranking Republican 
member of the Foreign Affairs Committee. ‘‘The whole situation reso‘ves 
itself into a question whether the United States will set up a code of regu- 
jations which it may have to abide by when its sole defense is the sub- 
marine.’’ 

‘éT believe the President’s course will lead to war,’’ said Senator Cham- 
berlain, Democrat, chairman of the Military Committee. 

‘‘T think the President was fully justified in the course he has taken,’’ 
seid Senator Wadsworth, Republican, of New York. 

‘¢Tf' war comes out of this,’’ declared Senator Kenyon, Republican, of 
Towa, ‘‘I hope the first to enlist will be those who have insisted on riding on 
armed belligerent ships.’’ 

‘‘Tt was a greaet address,’’ said Senator James of Kentucky, Democrat. 
*<I regret that it had to be delivered. But what other course could the Presi- 
dent have pursued? The limit had been reached. I hope Germany will 
quickly yield.’’ 

‘¢The severance of diplomatic relations rests with the executive depart- 
ment of the Government,’’ said Senator Sherman, Republican, of L[lhaois. 
‘<If this brings us to the brink of war it is for Congress to sustain or refuse 
te sustain the President. I should vote against any declaration of war based 
on any such reasons as those contained in the President’s message.’’ 

That the note had been sent to Germany was first revealed by the 
President at a conference this morning at the White House with Senators 
Stone and Lodge and Representatives Flood and Cooper, ranking Democrat- 
fe and Republican members of the congressional foreign relations commit- 


tees. 
Goes Over Situation Thoroughly With Leaders. 

The President went over the situation very thoroughly with the commit- 
tee leaders and told them explicitly he believed the United States could not 
remain on friendly terms with Germany if American lives continued to be 
grees in jeopardy by German submarines. 

The demand for a stop to illegal submarine warfare, the President told 
the leaders, is unequivocal. As the committeemen left the White House they 
made no effort to conceal what the President had told them. 

The President made plain, however, that if Germany still cares to con- 
duct her submarine warfare in accordance with the accepted rules of inter- 
national law, the American Government will be glad to continue friendly 
relations. 

Thé note went forward last night in code by way of Copenhagen. The 
President wishes it to be in the hands of Ambassador Gerard or the Ger- 
man Foreign office when he appears before Congress. 

The members who heard the President-outline it did not understand it 
to be an ultimatum in the sense that the term is technically used, but all 
considered it to have that effect. 

Senator Lodge asked the President about the use of the word ‘‘im- 
mediately’? in that connection and was told that it meant that Germany 
should be given an opportunity to receive the communication and to make 
reply. 

Evidence in the Sussex Case Referred To. 


The evidence in the Sussex case was referred to and the President pointed 
out the apparent similarity in the accounts of the time and place of the at- 


tack upon her and the attack admitted by Germany to have been made by one 


of her submarines on a ship in that vicinity. The President believes the evi- 
dence in the Sussex case is convincing. 

‘*The address is a very strong one and the note is a strong one,’’ said 

Senator Stone after the White House conference. ‘‘It puts the next move up 
té Germany and will bring diplomatic correspondence to a close. It does not 
necessarily mean a break. It demands that Germany modify her method of 
submarine warfare and is the last word to be said by this Government on the 
subject. 
‘*The President does not ask Congress to do anything. After the mes. 
sage is read and when I have returned to the Senate I shall move that the 
‘President’s address be printed and referred to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee for consideration.’’

A severance of diplomatic relations is 
one of the means known to international 
law for applying pressure against an 
offending state with the object of re- 

moving the cause of grievance. 

It is the least drastic of all those so- 
called non-amicable measures of redress 
o. self-help falling short of war and 
which include retorsion, reprisal, em- 
bargo, non-intercourse, display of force 
and pacific blockade. It is an evidence 
that the relations between the states 
are no longer entirely friendly and that 
the state breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions does so to emphasize the fact thai 
it considers its rights are denied. 

When a state through its own authcr- 
ized action violates the vighis of an- 
other state and such differences do nut 
yield to negotiation, the aggrieved state, 
in recalling its diplomatic agent, implics 
that friendly relations no longer exist 
and that they will not be restored until 
the cause of grievance is removed. ‘Jn- 
less the offending state yields to this 
pressure it generally recalls its diplo- 
matic agent, though, if the offended 
State wishes to make its procedure more 
emphatic it may hand the offending 
state’s minister his passports at the 
time of recalling its own minister. 

The breaking of diplomatic relations, 
unless accompanied by an ultimatum 
having that object in view, does not 
mean war, nor does it carry with it 
any interruption of commercial inte:- 
course or affect treaties between the 
states, 

The condition immediately resulting 
may be said to be midway between 
friendly and hostile. The term “un. 
friendly” probably describes it best. ltt 
may continue indefinitely or be cor- 
posed or gravitate into war. As it is 
the first or mildest of the arious meas- 
ures of self-help, if it does not prove 
effective, the more drastic measures are 
resorted to. As these measures are a!- 
ways an impeachment Of the dignity >%f 
a state, war usually follows unless the 
state against which they :re directed 
is lamentably weak. 

Case With Germany. 

With reference to the United States 
and Germany, if diplomatic relations 
should be severed and Germany should 
continue to torpedo vessels carrying 
American citizens in violation of ovr 
rights, we could not resort to retorsion, 
which is retaliation in kind, as the next 
measure in the scale, because retorsion 
must always be qualified by the oblica- 
tions of humanity. We could resort to 
reprisal or embargo, which would ‘con-

property of the Germaf Governmen: or 
of German subjects in the United Staies; 
or we might adopt a measure of non- 
intercourse, which, however, would be 
practically valueless. 

The United States has used reprisal 
against China in the settlemén: of claims 
long neglected but no high-spirited na- 
tion would submit to it. 

A condition of interrupted d‘plomatic 
intercourse may go on indefinitely, how- 
ever, if the cause pfoducing it ig not 
aggravated meantime, as in the case of 
areat Britain and Venezuela in their 
boundary dispute, which had lasted '0 
years when President Cleveland forced 
arbitration in 1896. 

There are four notable instances in 
the history of the United States when 
our diplomatic relations with other 
States were interrupted, without re- 
course to stronger measures. The first 
was when France in 17% refused to re- 
ceive the American Minister Pinckney 
in order to show its disapproval with 
the Jay treaty just concluded with 
France’s enemy, England. Another 
break occurred with France in 1834 over 
Jackson's impetuous attempt to compel 
the French legislative departments to 
icake an appropriation covering the 
Spoliation claims. The third instance 
eccurred with respect to Mexico in 
1858 in an effort to compel that state 
to safeguard the treaty rights of Amer- 
ican citizens. 

Lynching of Italians. 

The most recent case, however, grew 
out of the lynching of Italian subjectz= 
i: New Orleans in 1891, 

Italy demanded reparation and 
punishment of the mob leaders. Secre- 
tary Blaine declined to make repara- 
tion and as to punishing the leaders o% 
the mob, pointed out that the State of 
Louisiana, and not the United States, 
had jurisdiction. Baron Fava, the Ital- 
ion Minister, in a communication to 
Secretary Blaine, said: 

“Under these circumstances the Gov- 
ernment of his majesty, considering that 
the legitimate action of the King’s Min- 
ister at Washington becomes ineffica- 
clous, has ordered me to take my de- 
parture on leave.’’ 

Friendly relations were subsequently 
restored hy the payment of an indem- 
nity of $25,000 by the United States. 

A break in the diploinatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
would not in itself align us with Ger- 
many’s enemies; we would continue as 
isolated as before, with the -prospect, 
however, that if there were continued 
violation of our rights more. serious

Seized Documents Declared to 
Bear on Dynamite Plot Against

WASHINGTON, Aprii i9.—-Part, st 
least, of the papers seized yesterday iu 
the office of Wolff von Igel, private 
secretary to Capt. Franz vor Papen, 
recalled Berman military attache, in 
New York yesterday, and which aye 
declared not only to bear on the Wel- 
land Canal plot, but to contain other in- 
fermation of extraordinary importance, 
will be returned to their owner. This 
assurance was given today Wy secretary 
Lansing to Ambassador Rernstorff, wno 
celled on the Secretary by appointme:t, 
to demand the return of the papers. The 
Ambassador requester| the appvintment. 
The Secretary said the papers weuld be 
Celivered in New York this afternoon. 

Secretary Lansing said after the inter- 
view that while the Von Igel case was 
now entirely in the hands of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, ard his request in the 
matter was not mandatory upon the At- 
torney-General, custom . provides for 
compliance to a State Department re- 
quest in a diplomatic matter. 

Under certain circumstances, it was 
said, Von Igel might not be entitled as 
a diplomatic agen’. to have all his seized 
documents returned, and they will be 
examined by the Lepartment of Justice 
to decide if all are immune. 

Bernustorff’s Contention. 

The German Ambassador contended 
to Secretary Lansing that even if Von 
Igel’s alleged crime was committed 
prior to his appointment to the Ger- 
many embassy, he necessarily was a 
subordinate to Von Papen, and that 
as the latter had been sent home for 
his activity here, no blame should at- 
tach to Von Igel. 

Teutonic officials seemed to place 
great importance on the return of the 
papers. It is understood that among 
them were several documents, one copy 
in code and another decoded. A per- 
son in possession of the documents, 
it was said, readily could come intgy 
possession of a German official cipher. 

The scizure was described in Teuton- 
ic diplomatic circles today as being “a 
most serious affair.’’ A report on the 
matter has been made to the Berlin 
ForeignOffice. 

The Department of Justice has vir- 
tually decided to hold Von Igel, on the 
sround that the crime with which he is 
charged was committed long before he 
became a diplomatic agent, unless the 
State Department specifically demands 
his release. 

It is charged that the Welland Canal 
plot was organized in September, 194, 
within two months of the beginning of 
the war, while the State Department 
records show that it received notice of 
the appointment of Von Igel as a mem- 
ber of the embassy staff in September, 
1915, one year after the alleged crime. 

The first demand for the release of 
Von Igel and the return of the papers 
seized from him was made on behalf of 
the German embassy yesterday, soon 
after Von Igel’s arrest in New dr0ra 
by Prince von Hatzfeldt, embassy coun- 
selor. 

Counselor Polk of the State Depart- 
ment, to whom the _ representations 
were made, advised the Department of 
Justice to accede to them if the offense 
alleged against Von Iygel was commit- 
ted after he became a member of the 
embassy staff. Prince von Hatzfeldt de- 
manded that the papers and documents 
be sealed and restored without being 
photographed or copied. The action was 
based upon the ground that the office 
in which the seizures occurred in real- 
ity is a branch of the embassy. 

It was said at the embassy that the 
contents of the papers was unknown 
thcre, and that the demand for their 
restoration was made after Von Igel 
had communicated over the long-dis- 
tance telephone from New York.

Additional Pilot Evidence, 

“If the papers are to be returned to 
the German Ambassador."" said Wood, 
“he must swear that they are part of 
the archives of the German embassy. 

The papers, he said, furnished ad- 
ditional evidence against the five men 
under indictment in the case. He in- 
timated that tn event claim for them 
should be made on the ground that 
they are embassy records, an admis- 
sion by the embassy of responsibility 
for the matters they disclosed would 
be implied.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Complice- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany began piling up from the mov- 
ment the submarine war zone was de- 
cClared around the British Isles. With 
all Europe afire in war, the eyes of the 
world were turned upon the United 
States in expectancy of developments 


that would threaten to draw the great- 
est neutral into the conflict. They were 
not long in coming. . 

Wit the torpedoing of the British 
liner Falaba the first American life was 
lost. Then in quick succession came the 
attacks on the Gulflight and the Cusbh- 
ing, American ships. The sinking of 
the American sailing ship, William P. 
Frye, raised another issue, but it in- 
volved different questions and, while it 
complexed the situation, did not assume 
the threatening features of the cases} 
where Americans traveling on passenger 
ships and having no part or interest in 
the conduct of the war were sent to 
their deaths without warning. 


Sinking of Lusttania. 


Then came the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania—almost a year ago, in which 115 
Americans, many of them women and 
children, were lost, in a sudDmarine at- 
tack which subsequent events proved 
was known of in advance to the Ger- 
man embasey in this country, and which 
was guardedly advertised in the daily 
papers, in the form of a warning to 
Americans to keep off belligerent ships 
traversing the war zone. 

It seemed then as if the breaking pcint 
had come and all eyes were turned] on 
President Wilson. That night the Presi- 
dent, after shutting himeelf in his study, 
slipped out of the White House, eludad 
the seeret ‘service guard, walked for 
blocks around silent, untrequented 
streets of the capital where he made his 
decision. The first note to Germany,, 
pledging the United States to huld her to 
strict accountability, followed goon a/ft- 
erward, 

Then another national sensation, due 
solely to the Lusitania negotiations, fol- 
lowed. Secretary Bryan resigned be- 
cause he could not agree with the Pres- 
ident’s policy, which he belicved would 
lead to war. 

While the Lusitania negotiations wera 
proceeding the Arabic was sunk, with 
the death of two more Americans, and 
ir seemed then the breaking po'ut could 
not be averted. 

The German Government then «ave its 
assurances not to torpedo more “liners” 


‘chant ships, many cf them carrying 


and Count von Bernstorff eiubened Fec- 
tetary Lansing that the German Eniper- 
or’s orders to the submarine comman- 
ders were of such a nature as to admit 
of no misunderstanding. Indemn.ty for 
American lives lost on the Lusitom. 
was offered, and while long negotta- 
tions over the form in which Germany 
zhould admit the illegality of ner act 
were in progress,,Auetria was Lrought 
into the situation, first by the sestruc- 
tion of the [Italian liner Ancona, and 
later by the destruction of the Versia, 
although in the latter case resp’n.sbil- 
ity never was definitely fixed. 

Austria finally gave satisfaction in the 
Aneona case, and while the Lusitania 
negotiations seemed to be nearing a 
final settlement, Germany announced 
her new submarine campaign, which be- 
gan on March 1, with the avowed pur 
pose of sinking without warning any 
Merchant ships of her enemies which 
carried armament. This raised a new 
feature to the issue which never has 
been settled, and since the new cam- 
paign began seores of peaceful mer- 


Americans, have been destroyed. Thc 
climax came with the attack of che 
unarmed channel steamer Sussex and 
the endangering of about 30 Americanr. 
Since the SuBsex was attacked, State 
Department records show more thay 
66 ships destroyed. 

Submarine Caught, France Says. 

Although Germany denies responsi- 
bility for the loss of the Sussex, the 
French Government its said to have 
captured the submarine which destroyed 
her and the American Government con- 
siders that Germany’s disclaimer of >e- 
sponsibility is in itself a confession. 

Throughout the whole negotiations. 
American officials were convinced that 
the German conduct of submarine war- 
fare was being held over the United 
States as a club to force American ac- 
tion against Great Britain for her «rders 
in council in her blockade of Germany, 
and her practical blockade of the 
European neutrais which she x — 
ot being gateways to Gerinany.

The Rus- 
sian strategy aimed at keeping all the 
Turkish forces brought from Constanti- 
nople for the defense of Trebizond fully 
occupied over the widest front. Thus, 
while the Russian armies were making 
a successful advance in the Kara Dere 
region and bringing up reinforcements 
by land and sea, they also kept the 
Tyrks busy by continuous attacks tv 
the southeast in the region of Erzingan 
ard Baiburt. 

The Turks made desperate resistance 
in the Tchoruk region, knowing tnat 
the Russian seizure of Rahcmed, which 
is the junction of the roads leading to 
Trebizond, Erzerum and Erzingan 
would involve @he isolation of Trebi- 
zvon@ and the Erzingan armies and. seai 
the fate of both. 

Turks Had No Time te nacewarn 

Military critics are of the opinion that 
the Turks were given no time to recover 
and make a,stand on the Jambola Dere 
river west of Kara Dere. 

The fall of Trebizond will cause re- 
joicings in all the entente alNed coun- 
tries, as it is thought it probably wil! 
involve the speedy loss to the_Turks of 
IEerzingan, Karput and ajiarbekr, and 
the fall of these towns wouls completely 
isolate the Turkish armies in Meso- 
potamia. 

The Russian official statement on the 
fall of Trebizond says: 

“Trebizond has been taken. The unit- 
ed energetic efforts of our Caucasian 
army and Black Sea fleet have been 
crowned by the conquest of this for- 
tified town, the most important posi- 
tion on the Anatolian coast. 

“Our valiant troops, after the san- 
guinary battle of the 14th on the Kara 
Dere River, pressed the Turks with- 
out respite and surmounted incredible 
obstacles, everywhere breaking the 
fierce resistance of the enemy. The well- 
combined action of the fleet permitted 
the execution of most hazardous land- 
ing operations and lent the support of 
its artillery to the troops operating in 
the coastal region. 

Defeated Near Erzerum. 

“Credit for this fresh victory also is 
partly due the assistance given the Cau- 
casian army by the troops operating in 
cther directions in Asia Minor. By their 
desperate fighting and heroic exploits 
they did everything in their power to 
facilitate the task of the detachments 
on the coast.”’ 

It also was announced that the Turks 
have been dislodged from a whole se- 
ries of powerfully organized positions 
west of Erzerum. 

Excluding the operations on the Per- 
Sian front, Grand Duke Nicholas, in 
this campatgn against an experienc:d 
and stubborn foe, has to his credit the 
storming of 10 cities in less than two 
months.

Trebizond is a city of Asia Minor on 
the Black Sea, 575 miles east of Con- 
stantinople and 100 miles north of Erze- 
rum, which was scormed by the Rus- 
sians on Feb. 16. ‘lrebizond nas a popu- 
lation of about 40.000, including some 
18,000 Christians. 

The importance of the Black Sea was 
due to its command of the point where 
the chief trade route from Persia and

to 8000 feet high, which the Russiau 
armies had to traverse.

SENATE PASSES 


BILL FOR ARMY Ot 
1,000,000 MEN 


Substitute for the Hay Measure 
Is Sent Back to the Lower 
House. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—The army 
reorganization bill passed by the Sen- 
ate last night went to the House to- 
day, where a conference will be ask.d 
for un the measure. 

The bill is a substitute for the hay 
bill passed by tbe House, and as finally 
approved without a record vote, would 
produce regular army and_ reserve 
forces in the United States aggregat- 
ing a million men. 

The bill was hurried through the Sen- 
ate and exciting scenes after a j.iut 
session of the two houses had _. been 
called for today to hear an address by 
President Wilson ‘‘on a grave interna- 
tional issue.’’ 

All attempts to reduce the proposed 
increases in the army were rejected in 
quick succession. 

The bill differs radically from the 
House measure. On that account it 
was regarded as.practically certain that 
a conference would be asked and that 
work of perfecting a new army mea- 
sure would begin prompily. 

In the closing hours of debate the Sen- 
ate made provision for a regular stand- 
ing army with a peace strength of 250,000 
men, as compared with 140,000 in the Hay 
bill, which passed the House, retained 
after a close fight the plan for a Fed- 
eral volunteer army reserve force cal-u- 
lated to aggregate 261,000 men and fed- 
eralized the national guard forces of the 
states at an estimated strength of 230,000 
men, 

In addition to this combined regular 
and reserve force of 790,000 men, an 
amendment was passed to ¥reate a 
school and college youth's reger’ 'e corps 
in time of war or threatened war which 
would recruit a force of trainec young 
men, schooled by officers of the reg- 
ular army, the strength of which is esti- 
mated anywhere from 200,000 to 400,000. 


Reed Reduction Rejected. 

‘“‘We are creating here a peace army 
of a million men,” declared Senator My- 
ers in supporting an amendment of Sen- 
ator Reed to make the regular army 200,- 
000. The Senate had agreed previously, 
by a vote of 43 to 37, to an amendment 
by Senator Brandegee‘increasing it from 
the proposed strength of 180,000 to 250,- 
00. The Reed reduction proposal was 
rejected, 42 to 31, after a brief speech 
by Senator Williams in which he re- 
ferred to the solemnity of the occasion 
which would confront Congress tomor- 
row, 

The apparently grave developments of 
the few hours preceding the passage of 
the bill also probably served to save 
the volunteer army provision. Cham- 
pions of the national guard fought it 
bitterly in the committee of the whole, 
and it was retained by a vote of 34 to 32 
Last night Senator Lewis again moved 
to strike out the section. It was saved 
this time by a vote of 40 to 37. 

Other important provisions of the Sen- 
ate bill not in the House measure in- 
clude the following: 

Appropriation of $15,(00,000 for construc- 
tion of Government plants for produc- 
tion of nitrates, to be used in manu- 
facturing of ammunition. 

For Vocational Education, 

Provision for vocational education of 
enlisted men of the army, compelling tn- 
struction either in agriculture or the me- 
chanical arts. 

Creation of a national guard section 
in the general staff of the army, and 
requiring all officers and enlisted men of 
the national guard to subscribe to «n 
oath to support the United States as 
well as the respective states. 

Provision for Federal pay of all na- 
tional guard officers above the rank of 
Captain. 

The Senate also agreed to an amend- 
ment reducing the proposed term of en- 
listment in the regular army from sev- 
en to five years, and the proposed tern 
with the colors from four to two, thus 
giving each enliste’t’ man three years in 
the regular reserve.

THE DISPUTE WITH GERMANY

Either That or Postp2ne Settlement Until After 


the European War He Says in a 
Detailed Statement Here. 


Bryan, while! 
Union Station this 
morning for a reply to messages 
which he had sent to Washington, 
dictated to reporters a statement re- 
garding the crisis with Germany, which 
he requested be given to the press of 
the entire country. 

Bryan arrived here from Omaha at 
7-30 o'clock. He said that he had 
read of the danger of a break with 
Germany and could not tell until lat- 
er in the morning what his plans 
would be. He wag asked if he would 
go at once to Washington and replied 
that he could not answer that ques- 
tion until later. 

Later in the morning Bryan decided 
to go to Washington. He gave out a 
second statement at Union Station, just 
before boarding the 12:02 Pennsylvania 
train for the East, where he said he was 
coing to try to’prevent the United States 
from getting into the European war. 

“I reached St. Louis this morning,’ | 
he said, ‘‘on my way to New Orleans 
to address a teachers’ convention. 

“After reading the dispatches in 
the newspapers I have changed my 
plans and decided to go to Washing- 
ton. 

“T believe it would be a_ crime) 
against civilization for this country 
to go into this war, and therefore 
unwise for the country to do any- 
thing that would increase the 
chances of going into the war.” 

Plans Not Formulated. 

Bryan said that he had not formulated 
any plan of action in Washington, but 
felt that it was his duty as a patriotic 
citizen to go there and do everything 
he could to prevent the United States 


from getting into a war with Germany. 
On his arrival at Union  Statior 


he sent several telegrams from the 
station and then went tq the station 
dining room. While at breakfast he 
called several newspaper men to him 
and asked them for some copy paper. 
The’ first sheets given nim, he said, 
would not be enough, so several sheets 
ef foolscap paper were procured. 

Bryan wrote out his statement ove 
cheet at a time, permitting reporters 
to copy each sheet, but retaining lis 
original manuscript. His statement 
was as follows: 

“I know nothing of the controversy 
with Germany excepting what I have 
1¢ad in the morning newspapers. [f the 
dispute has reached a point where 1- 
t:omacy is unable to deal with it, there 
ure but two roads open. 

Should Resort to Arbitration. 

“Before there is any necessity for 
war, first the dispute can be submitted 
to an international tribunal for inves- 
tigation and report. This is the plan 
row embodied in 30 treaties with Gov 
ernments representing three-fourths of 
the population of the world. These 
treaties require us to take this course 
with Great Britain, France, Russia ard 
Ttaly in case of dispute with any of 
these nations. Germany has formally 
approved this plan, although no treaty 
has yet been negotiated with Germany 
but as the plan was offered to all the 
world I take it for granted it will at 
least be proposed before we go to war 
with any country. 

“If for any reason this treaty plan 
is not employed there is still another 
alternative before coing to war: name- 
ly. the postponement of the settlement 
of the dispute uritil the present war is 
over. 

‘There are (wo reasons why this course 
is preferable to going into this war: 
First, postponement would in ali prob- 
ability enable us to reach a settlement 
after the war, the fear of the effect of 
the settlement on this war being now the 
greatest obstacle in the way of settle- 
ment. 

“Second. If we must have a war, 't is 
better to postpone it until after this 
war is over. Then it will be our war 
with the nation with which we have our 
dispute and we can decide when to go 
in and when to come out. 

Entangled With Europe. 

“But if we go into this war we must 
stay in until the others 4me out and 
while in fight for the things they fight 
for. In other words, we will become en- 
tangled with the dispute of a European 
monarch and put an American army 
and navy at the command of a Euro- 
pean monarch to be used to fight out 
his quarrels with other European mon- 
archs. This war has already cost the 
lives of some 2,000,000 men and filled the 
old world with widows, orphans and 


cri 
bt has created new war debts, nearly 


if not quite equal to all the accumulaten 
war debts existing when this war began. 

“It is inconceivable that our peop‘ 
desire to enter into this war and spend 
hundreds of thousands of lives and bi.- 
lions of dollars to vindicate the right of 
an American citizen to put his conven 
fence above his nation’s welfare. It is 
as much a citizen's duty to consider his 
country as it is the duty of the country 
t» protect his rights. Instead of sur- 
rendering our rights to act as mediator 
as we would if we went into this war, 
we should endeavor to persuade the na- 
tions at war to come to honorable terms 
of peace. 

“There is no honor that we can 
gain or preserve by going into this 
war that is comparable with the honor 
we can win if we lift Europe out of 
the mire of blood and up from the 
brute force level to a plane upon 
which the nations can deal with each 
other as brothers and build a per- 
manent peace on love and the spirit 


bf co-operation. 
“The old world tried to preserve peace 


by force and fear. Each nation has 
tried to paralyze the other. We can- 
not afford to adopt the false philoso- 
phy that has made Europe a slaughter 
house. We cannot afford to encourage 
military issues on one side nor naval 
issues on the other side. 

“Our duty is to plead with both to 
turn like progligal sons from the husas 
on which they have been feeding and 
cultivate friendship instead of hatred. 
It is a supreme opportuntiy to serve 
humanity.”

“Ifs are barred,"’ Bryan retorted. He 
refused to discuss che question further 
He intimated tnat he wouid go to Wash- 
ington and exert his influence to prevent 
a break with Germany.

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GORE ADVOCATES 
TARIFT BOARD IN 
B. ML. ADDRESS 


Rates Should Be Based on 
Facts, Not Partisanship, 
Senator Declares. 


Senator Thomas P. Gore of Oklahoma 
in an address this noon at the metr- 
bers’ conference of‘the Business Men's 
weague, advocated the formation of a 
permanent bipartisan Tariff Commis- 
sion of six members, and approved im- 
provement of the Mississippi River to 
provide a continuous iniand waterWay 
from New York to New Orleans. 

Senator Gore urged the Democratic 
tariff theory that no article should be 
taxea higher than the lowest rate that 
will yield the largest revenue. He said 
a Tariff Commission should be com- 
posed of experts and fjfrained econo- 
mists 

Such a commission, he _ said, also 
should investigate internal revenue 
rates in this and other countries, should 
be constituted as a permanent 
of economy and efficiency tp eliminate 
waste and duplication in departments, 
and that it ought to include work tu 
promote and regulate commerce, such 
as is usual'y made the duty of a trade 
commission. 

He said the proposed iniand waterway 
could be constructed at a cost of leas 
than $7,000,000 to the Government, and 
that the expenditure should be made. 

Senator Gore said that in his opin.on 
the advisability of having a Tariff Com 
inission must be admitted by any person 
who believed that tariff rates shuld 
be based on facts and not on mere par- 
tisanship. A permanent commission, he 
said, would be less liable to change with 
the violent vicissitudes of partisan pol- 
itics, and would be less affected by the 
hias and prejudice of partisan con- 
troversy than a congressional comnift- 
tee, which, under the present system 
determines tariff rates. 

“The most elaborate

MAYOR IN MESSAGE 
TELLS OF PLANS FOR 
MILL TAX MONEY 


——————, 


Advocates Readjustment of City 
Employes’ Wages to Conform 
With Union Scale. 


Mayor Kiel indicated in his message to 
the Board of Aldermen yesterday at its 
session, that he would like to have the 
$2,300,000 mill tax payment from the 
United Railways used, when received, 
to bring about a readjustment of city 
employes’ wages and for certain public 
improvements. 

The wage readjustment suggested by 
the Mayor would include the payment of 
wages to mechanics and laborers, ap- 
proximating the union scale, adding 
about $340,000 a year to the city payroll. 

The new city charter provides that the 
“prevailing rate” of wages shall be paid 
mechanics and laborers and members 
of the Board of Freeholders which draft- 
ed the charter have said this was in- 
tended to indicate union wages. which 
could not legally be stipulated in the 
charter. 

The construction of a large lake in 
Forest Park on which regattas might be 
conducted was another purpose for 
which the mill tax revenue ought to be 
applied, the Mayor said in his message. 
In another section of the message the 
Mayor advocated that permanent public 
improvements be made with the pro- 


coat of bond issues, so that the 


might be distributed over a period of 
20 years. This would enable the city 
to keep the tax rate lower and would 
require posterity to pay its share of the 
cost of improvements, the Mayor said. 
He suggested that a committee of Al- 
dermen consider the submission of a 
bond issue for contemplated public tm- 
provements at the November election. 


Text of Mayor’s Message. 
The text of Mayor Kiel’s message to 


the Board of Aldermen follows: 

“For a number of years it has been 
the custom for the chief executive to 
submit at the beginning of the fiscal 
year a message to the law-making body 
calling attention to needed legislation 
and reviewing in a brief manner the 
principal accomplishments of the pre- 
ceding 12 months. In accordance with 
this custom I am transmitting to you 
herewith a general resume of work done 
during the fiscal year 1915-16, together 
with a few suggestions which are given, 
and which I know will be received, in 
the same friendly spirit which has char- 
acterized all dealings between the exec: 
utive and legislative departments in the 
past. 

‘Interest naturally centers around the 
municipal bridge, which is now nearing 
completion after years of delay pending 
the selection of a site for the east ap- 
rroach. It gives me great pleasure to 
unnounce that, in the absence of un- 
forseen calamity, the bridge will be 
formally opened to the public next Octo- 
ber. At that time it is expected that 
the highway deck and approaches will 
be entirely completed and the railroad 
connections will be made shortly after- 
ward. The opening of the structure will 
be the occasion,of a great public cele- 
bration. 

‘In order that interurban lines cross- 
ing the bridge may be able to reach the 
heart of the business district, ordinances

“The administration's program for the 
abolition -of dangerous grade crossings 
is being speedily carried out. The great 
task of separating the grades at the 
Tower Grove crossings was completed 
under the supervision of the city last 
summer, thus eliminating one of the 
most dangerous crossings in St. Louis. 

“An agreement was consummated 
with the Missouri Pacific and Frisco 
railroad companies, the United Rail- 
ways Co. and certain industries and 
property owners for the elimination of 
the grade crossing at Chouteau avenue, 
between Vandeventer avenue and? Tif- 
fany street, including provisions for the 
cost of the work, acquisition of prop- 
erty required for side streef, and ad- 
justment of damages. About 20 per cent 
of the work on the viaduct at this 
point as already completed. 

“In. addition to the above work, the 
new Jefferson avenue viaduct has been 
completed; plans have been prepared 
for a viaduct over River des Peres 
at Gravois avenue and for the recon- 
struction of the Fourteenth street via- 
duct; and preliminary plans have been 
prepared and negotiations are nearly 
consummated for the separation of the 
grade crossings of the Terminal Rail- 
way Co.'s tracks at Goodfellow avenue. 
In addition, very extensive data has 
beer® acquired and many studies and 
estimates made for the elimination of 
the grade crossings on the Wabash and 
Rock Island lines between Lindell drive 
in Forest, Park and the city limits. Ne- 
gotiations are now under way with tne 
officials of those companies looking to 
the execution of this work. 

Municipal Docks. 

“The fiscal year 1915-16 marked the be- 
ginning of a new era for St. Louis .n 
Waterway development. Work was pe- 
gun on a municipal dock system, the 
completion of which will lead to the 
restoration of river traffic on the Mis- 
sissippi. The advisability of installing 
such a system of docks, together with 
the necessary railway connections was 
generally recognized and ordinances 
were passed in December, 1915, author- 
izing the construction of a single sec- 
tion of permanent dock, 300 feet in 
length, at the foot of North Market 
Street. The estimated cost of this sec- 
tion, with the necessary equipment, 
was $285,000. Plans and _ specifications 
for this work are practically completed. 

“% contract was let on Feb. 10, 1916, 
for a temporary timber dock at the foot 
of O’Falion street. This is_intended to 
take care of such river traffic as may 
desire to use it pending the comple- 
tion of the permanent dock. The tem- 
porary section was placed in service on 
April 12, 1916. ; 

‘Plans and estimates also have been 
prepared for a timber dock t»9 be located 
at the foot of Victor street, and for uan- 
other of similar construction which may 
possibly be located at the fooi of Rutger 
street. Each of these will be 300 feet 
in length. 

Work of the Year. 

**‘Without entering into details I men- 
tion a few of the other accomplishments 
of the last year, as follows: The ccm- 


‘pletion of the new city jail, the erection 


of a zoological building in Forest Park, 
the letting of a contract for the con- 
struction of the first section of the 
Children’s Building, which will supplant 
the present House of Detention, and for 
the construction of an industrial build- 
ing at the infirmary, the letting of con- 
ttacts*for four new buildings at Robert 
Koch Hospital, and the erection of three 
tuberculosis ward buildings. 

‘Work has progressed steadily on 
Ward Buildings Nos. 1 and 2 of the 
Isolation Hospital Group and it is ex- 
pected that these buildings will be com- 
pleted within 90 days. 

“Plans are being drawn for a dispen- 
sary buildings to be erected on the 
grounds of the city hospital at a cost 
of approximately $125,000. 
“The construction program for the 
coming year will be about normal as to 
streets and alleys. During the past year 
plans were completed for relief sewers 
in the Rocky Branch Valley, but this 
work has been held up because there is 
not now available $350,000 for a section 
of public sewer which is required befors 
the remaining parts can be built. Com- 
plete plans also have been prepared for 
relief sewers for the Southern and Ar- 
senal systems amounting to about $1,- 
£00,000, and plans are nearly completed 
for the additional relief sewers required 
in the Mill Creek Valley, but as it is 
proposed that the entire cost of these 
sewers, about $1,700,000, shall be borno 
by the city, there is no hope of putting 
these plans into effect until the passage 
of a bond issue. 

Favors a Bond Issue. 
“T take this occasion to again call 
your attention to the crying need of a 
substantial issue of bonds for public 
improvements. It is manifestly unjust 
to the taxpayers of St. Lowis to pay 
for permanent improvements out of mu- 
nicipal revenue. Posterity will share 
the benefits derived from these improve- 
ments and it should bear its portion 
of the cost. By the issuance of bonds 
the payments would cover a period of 
“) years and the present rate of taxa- 
tlon could be materially reduced. 
¢ ‘I respectfully recommend that a4 
committee be appointed by the Board 
of Aldermen to consider the question 
of submitting an issue of bonds to the 
voters at the November election. 
“The year just ended witnessed the 
completion of tne 160,000,000-gallon filter 
plant at the Chain of Rocks, which was 
placed in service on May 15, 1915. Be- 
sides its usual work of operation and 
maintenance, the Water Division ex- 
pended about $650,0°0 during the year for 
new work and extensions. The Compton 
Hill Reservoir is being reconstructed and 
this work will be completed! before De- 
cember of the present year, thus provid- 
ing greatly improved water service for 
South St. Louis. 
“Approximately 6300. feet of 30-inch 
cast-iron mains were laid to provide ad- 
ditional outlets for the Bissell’s Poirt 
pumps and to furnish a more direct 
route for high pressure to the territory 
south of the Compton Hill Reservoir. 
In addition to the above work, auto- 
matic stokers, with coal and agh han- 
dling machinery, have been installed at 
Bissell’'s Point and the Chain of Rocks, 
enabling the waterworks to use a cheap- 
er grade of coal and reducing the op- 
erating expenses not less than $25,000 per 
year. 

Park Roads Rebuilt. 
“On account of the damage done by 
the disastrous flood last August, the 
Division of Parks and Recreation was 
compelled to rebuild many roads in For- 
est Park, the total amount of road work 
being about four times that of previous 


years, A large amount of additional 
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B 
| work of this kind is contemplated for 


the coming season. 

“The South Side swimming pool is 
practically completed, and while not 
fully equipped, it will be placed in serv- 
ice this summer. 

“Through the reduction of water rates 
for manufacturers provided for in or- 
dinances recently enacted by your hon- 
crable body, industries_will be encour- 
aged to locate in St. Louis rather than 
be forced to remove from our city be- 
cause of high rates for water. Such 
legislation is commendable, for the fate 
of the city is closely linked with that 
of its industries. 

“On account of the dilapidated condi- 
tion of the old Four Courts Building, 
the structure has been condemned by 
the Building Commissioner and will be 
razed during the summer. The city has 
used this building as a shelter for 
homeless men during the cold weather 
and its wrecking will necessitate the 
setting aside of other available quar- 
ters for a municipal lodging house. 

“The Boara of Aldermen has rov- 
ognized the necessity for the establish- 
ment of a bureau where the worthy 
peor may obtain legal advice, and I am 
pleased to say that the Free Legal 


Aid Bureau has proved to be of great 


assistance to those who are financially 
unable to employ attorneys to aid them 
in securing justice. The great demand 
for this bureau is shown by the fact 
that approximately 900 cases have been 
handled in the seven months of its ex- 
istence. 

“The citizens of St. Louis have rea- 
son to feel gratified over the recent de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the mill-tax case. By this de- 
cision the United Railways Co. will be 
required to pay into the city treasury 
back car taxes aggregating, with inter- 
est, more than two million dollars. This 
amount does not include the taxes which 
have accrued since the filing of the 
original suits. The victory is the cul- 
mination of years of litigation and, 
while the amount due the city has not 
been turned into the treasury at the 
present writing, there is every reason to 
believe that the money will be speedily 
collected. 


‘‘Many important improvements have 
been deferred because of a lack of rev- 


enue, and I believe the collection wf the 
mill-tax should be followed immediately 


by a comprehensive readjustment of the 


| wages paid employes of the city so as to 


carry out the intent and purpose of the 
charter. Other matters which should re- 
ceive consideration are: Changes in the 
harbor line on the Mississippi River so 
that the city may acquire many acres 
of land for terminal purposes; the pur- 
chase of the Payne tract adjoining Tow- 
er Grove Park, and the construction of 
a large lake in Forest Park for regatta 
City’s Tax Burdens. 

“For many years St. Louis has suf- 
fered because of the burdens imposed 
upon the city by the State. The mu- 
nicipality has been compelled +o main- 
tain eleemosynary inetitutions which 
should be operated by the State and. 
through the tnequal methods of the as- 
sessment of property in the various 
counties, has been forced to turn over 
far more than its just share of revenue. 
The rural communities, with their low 
assessment of property, are profiting at 
the expense of large cities of the state. 

“T have determined to press the 
claims of St. Louis at the next sessior, 
ef the Legislature with the idea of se- 
curing a complete revision of State laws 
affecting our city. I will see that a

Franco-English Statement Has 
Been Cabled to Washington, 
London Says. 


LONDON, April 19.—The reply of Great 
Britain and France to the American 
note concerning the interference with 
maritime commerce by the entente al- 
Les has been cabled to Washington.

WILLIAM THAW BRINGS DOWN 
GERMAN AEROPLANE AT VERDUN 


American Volunteer Aviator 
French Sent to Front at 

Own Request. 
PARIS, April 19.—Lieut. William ‘Thaw 


of Pittsburg, one of the American vol- 
unteer aviators with the French army, 
who was sent to Verdun at his own re- 
quest a fortnight ago, has succeeded 
in bringing down a German aeroplane. 

Thaw was in the air an average of 
seven hours for 11 days and made five 
flights in two days. On his last day out 
he felled a German machine, wuicn, 
however, dropped behind the German 
lines. He sighted another enemy nero- 
plane, but having exhausted his machine 
gun ammunition, he was unable to vive 
chase, 

Thaw is one of the All-American Avi- 
ation Corps of seven, four of whom left 
Paris last night for the front. They are 
Sergt. Norman Prince of Boston, Cor- 
porals Kiffin Rockwell of Atlanta, Vic- 
tor Chapman of New York and James 
McConnell of Carthage, Mou. — --

PLANTS INOCULATED WITH 
CANCER GERMS BY SCIENTIST 


Doctor Before National Academy 

Tells of Researches Expected to 
Revolutionize Yisease’s Treatment. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Results of 
research work which he said would revo- 
lutionize present theories regarding the 
origin of cancer were announced before 
the National Academy of Science here 
yesterday by Dr. Erwin F. Smith, in 
charge of the pathological laboratory of 
the Federal Bureau of Plant Industry. 
Hie said experiments with plants had 
convinced him cancer was due to a 
serm and that solution of the problem 
ct cancer treatment would be possible 
only when the germ was Isolated. 

Plant tumors, Dr. Smith declared, had 
been found to be similar to those de- 
veloped by animals and plants inocu- 
lated with what he described as the 
germs of human cancer, had developed 
Cancerous growths, dernonstrating that 
a micro-organism,. contrary to the no- 
tions held heretofore, was the cancer 
agent.

Concerted Action to Gain Rep- 
resentation on the Directo- 
rate Is Proposed. 


GREAT WASTAGE CHARGED 


$1,000,000 Year Can Be Saved 
to Security Owners by Proper 
Management, It Is Declared. 


Ephrim Caplan, a St. Louis lawyer, 
representing a small group of minority 
stockholders of the United Railways Co., 
has begun an inquiry among about 1006 
of the 5000 minority stockholders to sec 
whether they are interested enough in 
the affairs of the company to join ina 
concerted action to elect five of the ll 
directors of the company at the annual 
meeting in February, 1917, with a view 
to bringing about greater economy in 
the vperation of the road. 

The object of the movement to organ- 
ize the minority stockholders who cre 
not affiliated with the North American 
Co., which owns a controlling stock in- 
terest in the railway company, is tv 
put an end to the exploitation of the’ 


railway company by the North Amep« 


ican Co., to reduce the cost of the claims 
and legal departments several hundred 
thousand dollars a year, and to vwper- 
ate the property on a basis that will 
make the preferred stock more valuable 
than it is now, wher the prite is about 


$14 for each $100 share. 
According to-Caplan, the _ railways 


company is wasting more than $000,Wv) 
a year on its. power contracts, made 
for the benefit of the North American 
Co., and is paying out not less than 
$300,000 a year more than the necessary 
expense of an efficient claims and legal!) 
department. If the stockholders who 
have not heretofore taken any interest 


in the management of the company, but 


have left everything to the judgment 
of the North American Co., will assert 
their rights, they can effect a saving of 
nearly $1,000,000 a year, Caplan says. 

Want Five of Elever Directors. 

The plan of Caplan and the stock- 
holders he represents is to elect enough 
directors at the next annual meeting t» 
obtain a substantial standing in the 
board. If the North American Co. 
should refuse to recognize what the 
minority stockholders hold to be their 
rights, their plan is to file an equity 
suit in the courts to conserve the assets 
of *he corporation. 

The capital stock of the United Rail- 
ways Co. is $45,000,006, of which $25,000,009 
is common and $20,000,000 preferred. ‘I'he 
North American Cv. owns about 55 per 
cent of the entire capital stock, which 
gives it control of the corporation. The 
ether 45 per cent is scattered throughout 
the United States, being in the hands 
of more than 5009 investors. Most of 
the purchasers of the preferred stock 
paid from $60 to $80 a share for their 
holdings, and considered it a good in- 
vestment when it was paying 5 per cent 
annua! dividends. ‘The dividend was dis- 
continued in 1910 and there is now i 
cumulative dividend of $30 due on each 
share of stock, with no money in sight 
to pay it, 

Caplan says that the United Railways 
Co. under proper management could pay 
the mill tax of $235,000 a year, make ail 
necessary improvements and still have 
a substantial balanee for dividends fo 

' the stockholders. 


The first object of the stockholders. 
if Caplan’s plan should be carried out. 
would be to repudiate the power con- 
tract between the ruilways company and 
the Mississippi River Power Distribut- 
ing Co., under the ‘terms of which the 
railways company pays more. than 
$500,000 a year in excess of what it 
would cost the comipany to generate its 
own power.

Increase Will Add $20,000,000 to Pay- 
roll; Yourngstown Workers te Get 
Another Advance.

B- F. YOAKUM BACKING INVENTOR 
OF “WATER-MADE GASOLINE” 


On Advice of Railroad Man There 
}] Will Be No More Demonstrations 
of the Discovery. 
NEW YORK, April 19.—Besieged by 
promoters, speculators; manufacturers, 
automobile men. Congressmen, chem- 
ists, cranks, newspaper writers and the 
idiy curious, Louis Enricht, aged in- 
ventor of Farmingdale, L. I., yester- 
day announced there would be no more 
demonstrations of his method of con- 
verting water into a substitute for gas- 
oline. 
“Those who have seen the demon- 
strations have testified about them,” 
he said. ‘“‘They brought their own ma- 
chines. They themselves put in the 
water, I adding the green liquid. They 
have testified that the machine ran just 
the same as if gasoline was the force. 
But Mr. Yoakum has intimated that 
there should be no more demonstra- 
tions, at least for the present.”’

| THE ONLY ADEQUATE DEFENSES. | 


Capt. Frank M. Rumbold of Battery A., N. G. 
M.. wants 35 recruits to fill out his required con- 
tingent for the United States army camp at Fort 
Riley, July 5 to 14. He could utilize 50 recruits. 

Will he get the 35 men he needs? 

The answer to this question will show how deep 
the spirit of patriotic preparedness has entered 
the breasts of the young men of St. Louis. 

Experience does not hold out hope of swift re- 
sponses to his appeal. The local battery and regi- 
ment have been sadly in need of recruits to fill 
out their quotas. Enthusiasm is lacking in a con- 
siderable percentage of the enlisted men. Fidelity 
to duty is lacking in a smaller percentage. Co- 
operation from the employers of young men who 
want to volunteer and are willing te do the work 
bas been heretofore conspicuously absent. It 
bas been difficult to accomplish good results on 
account of the unwillingness of employers to give 
leaves of absence to employes for camp training 
work and the natural apathy of young men in 
times of peace. 

If, however, the preparedhess campaign means 
anything and if it is to be a success on volunteer 
lines the required contingents of the national 
guard should be filled. Certainly there should 
be enough patriotism in St. Louis to meet this 
small problem of preparedness. 

The conditions in the National Guard illustrate 
the failure of the volunteer system. It demon- 
strates the illogical and dangerous position of a 
Government which depends upon volunteers in 
the national guard or the Federal army for mili- 
tary reserves. In times of peace citizens are 
apathetic toward military training. The majority 
of ablebodied men being busy at their occupa- 
tions do not think of military training and are 
not willing to make the sacrifices for it when the 
need of a large army seems distant and improb- 
able. When war breaks citizens are willing to 
volunteer to defend the country, but they are 
wholly unprepared for service. An untrained, un- 
prepared army is a menace to itself and to the 
country—it menaces everything, except the enemy. 

These are the conditions, demonstrated by his- 
torical experience and acknowledged by enlight- 
enéd judgment, which render the efforts of Con- 
gress to prepare for national defense through vol- 
unteer forces and particularly through the state 
controlled national guard futile and nugatory.

THE GERMAN OBISIS. 

By the time this edition of the Post-Dispatch 
is printed the President will have given Congress 
complete information of the status of our con- 
troversy with Germany on the submarine ques- 
tion. The substance of his note to Germany 
and the facts upon which it is based will be known 
to the public. 

We shall not anticipate his statement, nor the 
outcome of the crisis. We know it is serious and 
may lead to a rupture. The end depends upon 
Germany’s action. 

In any event, we have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the United States is not the aggressor, 
but on the contrary has been a long-suffering vic- 
tim of injury. The President has exercised extraor- 
dinary patience and forbearance. He has ap- 
pealed to reason again and again. He has ex- 
hausted the resources of diplomacy, until, in the 
face of Msircerity, violations of pledges and 
breaches of legal and morg! obligations, diplomacy 
has become a reproach and a byword. 

We shall have the satisfaction of knowing that 
if war comes it will not come by reason of our 
rashness or greed or sordid ambition, but as a 
stern duty in behalf of sacred rights of life and 
freedom, of law and humanity. 
clear. 

The President’s patience, forbearance and reas- 
onableness, ithe high ground upon which he has 
placed the Government's action, enable all Amer- 
icans to support him with clear conscience and 
cheerful devotion to the country’s honor and in- 
terest. American courage and patriotism will be 
equal to any demand. 

We can only hope that Germany will recognize 
the justice of our cause and will take effective 
action to avert trouble.

What illogical fofly it is to charge a Govern- 
ment with the responsibility for defending the 
country and withhold from it the power to compel 
the preparation of sufficient forces for defense 
and to give it complete control of these forces. 

Great wealth, unless it is protected by adequate 
trained forces on sea and land, is not a defensive 
resource—it is a temptation to other better armed 
nations. 

Great military resources in men and material 
are not defenses against invasion unless they are 
organized and prepared for immediate actual use 
for defense. 

The Government must be equipped by the peo- 

ple with power to compel ablebodied citizens not 
only to serve when needed for defense, but to be 
prepared to give efficient service. In order that 
the burden may be laid equally upon all able- 
bodied citizens, the training must be universal. 
The liability to service must be universal. The 
burdens of government in military defense as in 
taxation for maintenance and defense should be 
equitably distributed among all citizens able to 
bear the burdens. 
Congress will not reach a solutidn of the probd- 
lem of national defense until it enacts legislation 
providing for universal military training and 
service. The country’s defense will then rest 
on the solid ground of efficiency, economy and 
democracy. Every citizen able to bear arms will 
be a trained, equipped soldier ready to do his 
duty faithfully and efficiently when called to de- 
fond the flag.

Autobuses Needed for Park, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ; 

The action of a majority of the Board of Al- 
dermeén in killing the measure for the purchase 
of three autobuses for use in the park to trans- 
port those not able to afford to buy an automo- 
bile, but who can afford to take a ride out to 
the Art Museum and zoo at the expense of a 
nickle, is, in my estimation, a direct affront to 
the masses of this city. There is no demand 
tu-establish an expensive system of transporta- 
tlon and upkeep, but merely to supply the capi- 
ta: to purchase the busses «nd fely upon the 
patronage of the autoless people to reimburse the 
city in fares to and from the points of interest 
in the great playground of the city. 

There is no reasonable excuse for the action 
taken, especially since the Board of Estimates, 
which prepared the budget, had récommended 
the appropriation. It looks too much like class 
distinction, based on an idea that the less num- 
ber of people visiting the park, the greater free- 
dom for speeding and enjoyment by those of the 
“upper 10,000," who consider themselves above 
the common herd. 

A movement for a reconsideration should te 
taken at once and the measure put through for 
the busses, s0 as to enable the people to take 
advantage of the season’s outing weather. If 
this is not done, I invite the voters to hold them- 
selves in readiness for future consideration when 
any or all of these men again come before them 
for their favor.

Accordingly the damaging charge that flight 
officers who did not and could not fly were re- 
tained in the section and were allowed the in- 
creased compensation designed by Congress only 
for those assuming the risks of flight and were 
systematically protected by superiors in the fraud 
seems to be sustained. 

These are very serious wrongs. Scandals re- 
vealing inexcusable inefficiency and waste of 
money on the part of the present military estab- 
lishment produce an effect on the public mind 
highly prejudicial to adequate preparedness. The 
courtmartial recommends simply a reprimand for 
the offending officers. Assuredly they escape 
with a light penalty. The deficiencies in the avi- 
ation section shown in the first few days after 
the Villa expedition was decided on were a logical 
consequence of the culpable neglect and mis- 
feasance of the past. ° 
Secretary of War Baker, however, shows appre- 
ciation of conditions. He plans the separation of 
the aviation service from the signal corps, its in- 
stitution as an independent service and its thor- 
ough reorganization under new and really com- 
petent heads. His energetic efforts are gratify- 
ing. The aviation scandal was a national re- 
proach. Powerful aerial resources and a highly 
trained personnel are a detail in preparedness 
whose importance cannot be exaggerated.

HARLES THE BOLD, ruler of 
b.; Burgundy and Flanders, Duke 
of seven dukedoms, Count of 
17 earldoms, was at the summit of 
his eminence. In his grip he crusked 
the estates of Burgundy and Fland- 
ers. He was invading Lorraine. «.-d 
already had added to his titles 
that of the Duke of Lorraine. He 
menaced the great Louis of France 
and boasted openly that he would 
nail the hide of the old fox to a sta- 
ble door. He was bargaining with 
Margaret of Anjou for the lovely 
kingdom of Provence, ruled ty her 
mild old father good Kinz Rene, in 
exchange for which he promised to 
make war in England on the House 
of York and re-establish Margaret’s 
House of Lancaster And with all 
these affairs on his hands he turned 
lightly, as to an excursion, to make 
war on the Swiss. 

In vain did the Duke of Oxford, who 
was in the camp o- Ma-:garet’s envoy, 
advise him that these rough moun- 
taineers were bears who might well 
ruin all his greater plans. He roared 
with fury at the intimation that his 
chivalry of Burgundy, his mail-clad 
mercenaries from all Europe, and his 
new and wonderful fire-spitting can- 
non might fail to annihilate the 
Swiss, who feught on foot with ar- 
rows and mammoth, clumsy two- 
handed swords. He said to the Swiss 
deputation that had come to beg for 
peace: 

“A deputation of your most nota- 
ble people, who shall meet me on 
> .ur frontiers with halters around 
their necks and their swords held by 
the points, -nay learn from me 
on what conditions we will grant 
peace.” 

“Then farewell peace, and wel- 

“come war,” said the undaunted Swiss 
delegates.

Margaret’s nephew, Ferrand de 
Vaudemont, whose heritage was the 
Dukedom of Lorraine, joined with the 
Swiss. Charles laughed when he 
heard it. “On to Neufchatel!” he 
said. “We will teach these teggarly 
peasants a lesson!” 

At Granson, near the great lake of 
Neufchatel, the beggarly peasants 
caught Burgundy’s army in a narrow 
pass and so fell on it from all sides 
that by night the shining host was 
in mortifying flirht.

HE check merely’ infuriated 
Charles. Before midsummer of 
the next year he had ready a 
new army of at least 60,000 men 
with 150 pieces of cannon. They en- 
tered the land of the Swiss, who had 
called on the Free Cities of the Rhine 
to help them. At Morat, near Berne, 
the Burgundian cannon battered «he 
walls aroung Swiss ears; but the ar- 
tillery, novel though it was, failed 
to terrify them.

“Anne of Geierstein” has for its 
hero and heroine the son of the ex- 
iled Duke of Oxford, the loyal Lan- 
castrian, and Anne, daughter of the 
strange and eccentric Count of Geier- 
stein (Vulture’s-Rock), a castie in 
the Swiss Alps. The novel is not 
one of Scott’s great ones, but it is 
worthy and sound; and it possesses 
a@ sentimental interest-to his ad- 
mirers because it represents what 
may be called the sunset of his 
genius. He had his first paralytic 
seizure in the year following its pub- 
lication.

The distinction is not without a con- 
Siderable difference, for, in the course 
of the last three centuries, the English- 
speaking people of North America have 
enriched and embroidered and embe!l- 
lished the language by many thousands 
of new words. 

These Americanisms run the gamut 
from vulgar and ephemeral slang terms 
which have a temporary vogue amocg 
the thoughtless and are then forgotten, 
to dignified vocables which command 
the respect of the most conservative o” 
English lexicographers. 

The English ‘vocabulists now {nclude 
in their dictionaries many terms which 
criginally were Americanisms, but 
Which have now become respectabie 
members in good standing of the family 
of English words. 

In orthography and pronunciation 
Which offer so many glaring differ- 
ences between English and “United 
States,’’ Canada is a sort of half-way 
ground. 

It happens that about now {js the cen- 
tenary of the publication in Boston v¢ 
the first vocabulary of Americanisms. 
John Pickering, the compiler of the 1816 
volume, was either very negligent in 
performing his task or else the people of 
America up to that time had manifested

Germany’s Paper Beds. 


APER beds, with paper sheets and 
paper pillowcases are now bein 
used in Germany by the poor.

The mattresses are now made 
ef strong sheets of paper pasted togeth- 
er and filled with dried leaves of beech 
and oak trees.

The paper 
that is used is toughened by a special 
process, Which prevents it from tearing 
eesily. The leaves for filling the mat- 
tresses and pillowcases have been col-

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HARRY RUBEY OF 
“DEAR KITTY’ FAME 
WITHDRAWS NAME 


Macon Man Who Had Contro- 
versy With Judge Romjue 
Quits Congressional Race. 
MACON, Mo., April 19.—Harry M. 

Rubey, former chairman of the Demo- 

cratic State Committeee, whose ‘Dear 

Kitty” letters, which became public 

last July, causing amusement among 


Missouri politicians, has announced his 
withdrawal from the contest for the 
Lemocratic nomination for Congress- 
man from the First Missouri District. 

Judge M. A. Fomjue of Macon, who 
charged that the letters were evidence 
of a plot by Rubey to attempt to com- 
promise him, remains a candidate for 
the nomination. Circuit Judge Nat M. 
Shelton of Macon also is a candidate. 

The withdrawal of Rubey recalls the 
flurry caused by the letters, which 
tomjue placed in the hands of United 
States District Attorney Oliver, with a 
request that Rubey be prosecuted. They 
were addressed to Miss Kitty Callahan 
of 3846 Page boulevard, St. Louis, and 
arranged for her to send her sister to 
Macon to “find out something’ for 
Rubey. : 

Judge Romjue charged that Rubey’s 
purpose in sending for the young wom- 
an was to injure him in his campaign. 

Rubey issued a statement declaring 
the reports to be slanderous, asking 
his friends to withhold judgment and 
announcing his intention of filing slan- 
der suits against ten or twelve persons. 

Rubey did not file the suits and never 
has made any statement denying that he 
wrote the letters or explaining them. 

Judge Shelton and Rubey are friendly 
and the Rubey faction in the district ‘s 
expected to support Judge Shelton. 

Rubey’s announcement of withdrawal 
was in a letter to the Macon Times- 
remocrat, in which he is a stockholder, 
from Douglas, Wyo., where he is look- 
ing after business interests.

Benny MeNeill’s speed and boxing 


science were the principal factors 
which enabled the young Fuglishman 
to again defeat Jimmy Murphy in an 
eight-round bout, which took place at 
the Future City Athletic Club last 
night. An additional factor was an 
advantage in weight of several 


pounds. 

The match was not made until Sun- 
day afternoon, when McNeill agreed to 
accept it upon word being received from 
‘Young’ Herman of Pekin, Ill., that he 
would be unable to come on and box 
Murphy, as he had agreed to do. The 


welght agreed upon was J16 pounds at 
3 p. m. yesterday, but on Monday night 
McNeill said that he would be unable to 
make that weight owing to the fact that 
he had been doing so much boxing of 
late it would weaken him to do it. He 
suggested 118 at 3 p. m. Rather than 
miss the opportunity of meeting Mc- 
Neill again, Murphy and his manager 
agreed to this. Woth were under that 
weight yesterday afternoon at weighing- 
in time, but Murphy claimed to be 
weighing only about 114 pounds when he 
came into the ring. McNeill probably 
weighed the full 118. 

The bout last night was an interest- 
ing one, wherein the elements of speed, 
science and hard hitting were we!l 
mixed, but I do-not think the bout was 
so thrilling as the one boxed by Mur- 
phy and McNeill a week ago last Sat- 
eee night at the South Broadway A. 
a nere are reasons that, I beiieve, 
will account for this. > 


Both Men Cautious. 


In the first place, Murphy had learned 
the futility of trying to outbox McNeill. 
In the second place, McNeill had felt 
the sting of Murphy’s hard punch and 


was more careful to avoid it. These 
things were indicated in the first round, 
when both were exceedingly cautious. 

Then, Murphy, knowing that he was 
outweighed, probably expected to find 
McNeill stronger than he really was. If 
| am not mistaken in an athlete’s phys- 
ical condition, McNeill gave evidence 
last night of just beginning co turn 
‘‘stale.’’ He has boxed five eight-round 
bouts In the past four weeks and the 
nervous strain is beginning to tell on 
him. He needs a rest. It is probable 
that the added weight last night did sot 
add anything to his normal strength, 
but it prevented him from being in the 
weakened condition he would have been 
had he been compelled to hold himself 
down to the 116-pound notch. 

Last night’s bout, if not quite so 
thrilling, was similarly boxed as their 
tirst one was, except that Murphy was

WAR STOGKS ARE | 
DEPRESSED BY 
GERMAN CRISIS}: 


Early Break Carries Some Issues 
Off Violently—Rails Are 
Fairly Steady. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April 19.—The Evenings 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“It Was inevitable that one single in- 
fluence should have dominated financial 
sentiment, at the opening of the mar- 
ket today. Overnight information told 
the markets that the President would 
Carry to Congress the case against Ger- 
many’s Admiralty® and Government. 
With this knowiedge came the virtua! 
certainty that his announcement would 
include the sending to Germany of an 
ultimatum, whereby she must choose 
between maintenance of diplomatic re- 
lations with the United States and the 
abandonment of her reckless and fero- 
cious destruction of noncombatants. 
From this it was an easy inference that 
the warning to Germany, as unfolded 
by the President, would amount to no- 
tice that the Berlin authorities must not 
only keep their promises with our Gov- 
ernment, but abandon practices on the 
sea which have led to their violation, 
or else be’ publicly repudiated by the 
U nited States as a friendly nation. 

“This was the prospect which con- 
fronted the financial markets at the 
opening. It was not unexpected; in Wall 
Street, at any rate, precisely this dec- 
laration from Washington has for many 
weeks been considered inevitable. The 
first response of the Stock Exchange, as 
might have been expected, was a break 
in prices. At the opening declines oc- 
curred ranging about a point in the more 
“clive stuvks, with a few such extrenie 
mutial reactions as $% in Crucible Steel 
and 19 in Bethlehem Steel, with 3 to 9 
points decline in the industrial shares 
most active on the curb. At these low 
prices—most of which were reached in 
the first few minutes—the market! 
steadied and stood fairly firm, awaiting | 
the actual text of the President's after- 
noon stutement of his policy to Con- 
gress.

But this is a far cry, und 
meantime the salient fact of "he situa- 
tion is, that the standard investinent 
shares (always the first to fee! a real 
and formidable change in the country's 
situation and outlook) held unquesticen- 
ably firm, and did not at any time ylve 
evidence of dismay. 

“What is to follow today’s events at 
Washington is anybody's guess. But 
for the present, it may be assumed that 
the Stock Exchange is more than usual- 
ly worthy of close watching for its opin- 
ion, as to whether the Berlin Govern- 
ment may not be more emphaticallv 
hurried in the direction of humane and 
civilized practices by a qualified ulti- 
matum such as today’s, than by all — 
appeals to its better nature that ha 
gone before. 

‘“‘As for the further influence on the 
mnunitions shares, of the story that the 
allies will now need to buy no more 
from the United States, the Tron Age 
today, in its review of the steel trade's 
week, expresses a calm _ increduiity 
which most observant people will snare. 

“How slightly the financial mar- 
kets, taken as a whole, are swayed 
by such eventful political develop- 
ments as today’s, may be judged from 
the fact that exchange moved sharply 
today in favor both of Berlin and 
Vienna, The rate on Germany touched

DETAILED REPORT OF DAY'S

controversy was reflected in the weakness of 
stocks at today’s opening. Specialties of all 
descriptions, but mainly the war issucs, were 
lower by 1 to 3 points. with a break of 19 for 
Bethlehem. There were wike openings in 
some of the more popular stocks, notably 
United States Steel, whose first offering con- 
sisted of 4500 shares at a decline of a point. 
19 genoa stocks showed some resistance to 
the heavy selling which was augment by 
liquidation from interior points. Secondary 
prices were confusing. some stocks makjng 
slight recoveries, while most others m@ani- 
fested increasing weakness. 

Extreme nervousness accompanied the 
morning’s operations, dealings in the first 
hour being on a large and diversified scale. 
Early losses were generally supplemented, 
epecuia tas issues recording extreme declines 
of 8 to 6 points. Short sejling was again a 
material factor, traders concentrating their 
efforts to depress prices upon the vulnerable 
epecialties. published extracts of the note to 
Germany were not calculated to allay alarm, 
but the market showed irregular improve- 
ments and duliness with the approach of 
noon. Firmness of rates on Germany was 
the significant feature of the exchange mar- 
ket. onds were heavy with further exten- 
sive trading in the Anglo-French issues and 
rails. 

Prices continued to harden at the miid- 
session with confident wo hay of investment 
shares. some of which were then only slight- 
ly under yesterday's close. The market fell 
again, however, as the tenor of the Presi- 
dent’s address to Congress became more 
generally known.
